No. ll(2)-T.B,/49. — The existing protective duty of lOper 

cent, ad valorem on electric motors under item 72(14) o! 
the Import Tariff is due to expire on the 31 st March 1950. 
Tlie Tariff Board has enquired into the ease for the 
continuance of the protection to the indigenous industry 
and have submitted the following recommendations: — 

(1) Imposition for a period of three years beginning 
from the 1st April 1950 of a protective duty of 
15 per cent, ad valorem on imports of electric 
motors up to 20 h.p. including fractional horse 
power, and including component parts thereof, 
specially designed for the manufacture of such 
motors, and having been given special shape 
or; and size for' the purpose, such as stators and 
rotor s': 

(2) Continuance of the present ban on imports of electric 

steel sheets and stampings : licences for such 
imports being granted only in exceptional cases, if 
the required quantity or/and design cannot be 
manufactured within the country; 

(3) Restriction of imports into the country of motors 
up to 15 h.p. until the present stocks of such 
motors have been exhausted; 

(4) Consequential amendment of item 72(14) of the first 
Schedule to the Indian Customs Tariff; 

(5) Compilation of statistics according to the following 

classification : 

(i) Squirrel cage induction motor's 1 to 20 brake- 
horsc-power. 

(iij Squirrel cage induction motors 21 to .“>0 brake- 
horse-power, 

(iiii Slip ring motor's 15 to 50 brake-horse- power'. 

(ivl Pr actional brake -home-power motors; and 

G - 1 all other electric motors not covered by the 
above : 


(0) Concerted action on the part of Tata Iron & Steel 
Co., Ltd., and Sankey’s Electrical Stamping Ltd. 
to reduce the price of electrical sheets to a reason- 
able level; 

1 7) Standardisation oi: the size and design of lamina- 
tions in each typo of electric motor to be made, 
and also of windings, shaftings and ball bearings 
in consultation with the Indian Standards Insti- 
tution:

No. 17(9)-T.B./49 — In Resolution No. 218T/B(l)/48, 
dated the July 16, 1918, the Government oi India, 

Ministry of Commerce, granted protection to the steel 
belt lacing industry, which is due tc expire ou March 
31, 1950. The Tariff Board have conducted, a fresh 

enquiry into the conditions of the industry and have come 
to the conclusion that the present protection should not 
be revised after the date on which it is due to expire, 
because the indigenous article is considerably cheaper than 
the imported variety even without duty, and because the 
present ban on imports, necessitated by the balance of 
payments difficulties, automatically protects the indige- 
nous industry against foreign competition. The Board 
have, however, made the following recommendations: — 

(1) that Government should take immediate steps for 
maintaining separate records ol' imports of steel 
belt lacing in the Sea Borne Trade Statistics and 
in the statistics of production maintained by the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics and the Direct orate of Industrial 
Statistics ; 

(2) that the industry should maintain its c-osi data on 
scientific lines ; 

(3) that Government should allocate 400 tons of steel 
per annum for distribution to the manufacturers 
of steel belt lacing ; 

(4) that Government should extend all facilities to the 
5 la dan Engineering 'Pool Products. Delhi, to 
expand and improve the manufacture of cold- 
rolled steel, provided they are satisfied that the 
firm can produce a quality material and, should 
their output exceed the firm’s requirements, dis- 
tribute the surplus amongst other manufacturers 
of steel bell lacing: 


(5 1 that, should the supply oi cold-lolled steel from 
the Medan Engineering Tool Products. Delhi, 
prove to be insufficient to meet the entire require- 
ment of the industry steel of requisite, quality 
should he imported to make up the deficiency ; 

(6) that the, manufacturers of steel belt lacing should 
be asked to submit quarterly accounts of their 
production and stocks tc the Development Officer 
of the Directorate General of Industries & Supplies; 

(7; that, provided the quality is satisfactory, Gov- 
ernment should meet their requirements of steel 
belt lacing from . indigenous production : 

(8) that, in formulating import control poiiev, Gov- 
emment should take into account indigenous 
production ; and 




that the induslry should be given an assurance 
that, if and when it is threatened with serious 
foreign competition Government would, nil being 
approached bv the industry, immediately insti- 
tute a tariff inquiry, and grant such piotection 
as its result may render necessary.
